: Frer that his Exceile;:ciethe Diince 
5 c{ Orange hadaſſembled his Forces 
above Nywegen, and the generall 
ali Jay of Faſliug & Prayers was paſt 
I in the Vnitcd Provinces, for the 
Aſi good ſuccefle of his Excellencies 
cnterpriſes:our Army marched in- 
SE \ Bf! continently towards Venlo, aplace 
( JE FSSSEXT ) V! of ſtrength and importance, and a 
Cui. Of Land. From hence his Exceller cy ſent one 
part of his Army towards Reremord, and another trocpe to 


' Strallen, to attache thoſethree places, being vnfurniſhedor 
men and neccfaries ; atthe ſame time by this meanes to di- 


ſtraQtthe Forces of our enemics- Ir ſofell out, that within 
few dayesthoſe three placcs yecided vp'n faire Conditions, 
which cauſed his Excellency to Icaue therein the publike ex- 


exciſe of their Religion 11 all tbeir Churches ; enc excepted 


in cvery Towne, w hefe cur Reformed haue thei publit. © CX= 
erciſe : by this meanes to make the reſt of the Cities of Bra- 


' bant,to ſubmit to his favourable vitorious Armes. We haue 


not loſt any man of note before thcte Cities, ſauz onely that 


renowned and moſt valiant Captaine, a true pillar of the 


AS]! Church 
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Church in the L»w Comtryes, Count Erreft of Naſſay, 
whoſe loſſe in ſo danzerons times 1s aboue our expreſſions. 
But his Excellencie afcribing this vamatcheable loſle of 
faithfull an Afliſtan: to the fatall deſtiny of Heaven, and ſur- 
mounting his naturall afteRions with Chriſtian pati.nce 
and refolution, was not diſcouraged by that vuhappic Re- 
encounter fo met withall in his firſt ſetting forth, bur rather 

reſolved to revenge that breach made in his owne bloud: 
_ and went ſpecdily towards Maſtricht, . a neutrall Towne, 
from thence ſending ſome Troopes to Syrtare, a Townd in 
Galickland, tooke it, and puta garrifon into it, 

In the meane time that we ſpent our time about CI7a- 
feick two or threedaycs, the Span Forces and rc liek cane 
into A7aſtricht avout twothoutand me'), pickt out and cho- 
{cnout of all tne ond Companyes that were in the Kings fer- 
vice, vnder valiant and {tout Commaun1der: : the molt of 
them having beene in the Towne of Shertogenboſh when it 
was belieged:ſothat if we had come but three or foure dayes 
Honer before the Towne, we might haue made a better bar- 
gatae, and ſooner gotten into that bloudy Citie. But the 
Lords Counfaile betng aboue our conceptions,it was fatall to 
many noble ſpirits to haue Maſtrichr the Towne of their va- 
tant aRions: ſo that wee delaying aur March till that time, 
eame not before the Citic vntill the tenth of «ze towardes 
Lake,where his Excellency came very nearethe Towne with 
Horſe and foote, within lefſe then a Musket- ſhot from the 
walles, they within not ſparing their Ocdaance, but well- 
comming vs with great and ſmall hot without ccaſing, not 
without great loſle of ours, That night and day following, 
the Quarters were divided, the firlt battery rayted, which 
gaue the Towne the Signall of a Sutor with three dcmy 

Canons, being anſwered withtwelue of theirs. _ .. 

Before Icone to relate ſome particulars, giue meleaucto 
tell you in what condigion the: Towne -and our Army was 
at the firſt, and how wee did lodge:;vs round avout that 
valt Chaos of Haſtrichs,and Wyck, Maſtricht, (Traje tun 
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ad Mefam ) is an old and famous Citie in Brabant, in the bor- 
ders of it towards Znykeland, and the Dukedome Limborg 
in one (ide, and the Land of G»lick.on the other, devided in- 
to two Cities by the River of Maſe, that floweth through 
it : whereof the one is called (Maftricht-on Brabant ide, 
belonging to the King of Spaine z the other Pyckiin Lryke- 
{and-(1de, heretofore a neutrall Towne, andbclonging tothe 
Citie of Luke, but by reaſon of ſcituation and commodi- 
ouſneſſe, taken in and kept by the Kings Garriſon. The 
Towne is governed by their Burgomaiſters and Senate, 
and hath many priviledges abcue other Townes : as being 
the Ilagazin of all Brabarr, full of Churches and Colled- 
ges of men and women. The Garriſon was heretofore 

commandcd by a Governour, one Monſieur de a Heatteree, 
an oid {crvant tothe King : but being commaunded to goe 
vp With the Kings Forces into the Pa/atinare the laſt Win- 
ter, vnder the commaund of Don Cordova, he could net 
come backe againe into the Towne before the Stege, but 
was forced to looke vpon his Government with moytitned- 
eyes, inthe Spaniſh Leaguer that cameto releeuethe'Towne 
in vaine. In hisabſence commaunded Baron Delede, abraue 
Commaunder, who carried himſelfe valiantly all the Siege, 
as the cffeR ſhall proue : Hebad about ewo thouſand fine 
hundred Souldiers in Garriſon, and three thouſand Burgers 
that wereabieto bcare Armes, aSthey did ; he wanted nei- 


| *therviRualles'nor Munitionat the beginning, asbeinginthe 


CHMagazr of Brebaxt, andtherefore ſparednot his ſhotte, 
but thundered moſt fearctully into-our Quarters,to the lofſe 
of many. The Fortifications of the Towne -are net very 
ſtrong, having /þut.a good Wall, with ſome Ravelins and 
Bulwarkes, a1dno Qur-workes, but beforethe gatcs** till at 
thetime ofthe Sicge, that they. made divette Horne-werkes 


and:Traycrtts,-which did traverſe our Workes mightily.

21: $A Liagucr on the Brabaudig Gde of the Towne was 


&vidediiao foluuQuaiters rioxtehe My Northiwaides, 
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where our Holendi/h Shipping lay, was Baron Prederode 
quartcred on a Hill, with ſome Datcb Regiments, for the 
Guard of our Bridge and Shippes. Within halfe a myle 
from him, on the South-weſt ſide of the Towne, was the 
Quarter of his Exccllencic the Prince of Orange, who had 
the ſtrength of his Armie with him. The Englsb, Scotts/Þ, 
French, ſome High-Dmtch Forces. At the begtnning his Ex- 
cellencies Tents were pitched betweene the Ego and 
Scottiſh Quarter , faſt by the Regiment of the Guardes. 
But the Encmies Cannons poyating direRly that way, and 
| ſhooting diverſe times through his Excellencics Pavilton ; 
they were remooved Natth - Weſtward from the Towne 
to an eminent hill, of a very f1yre proſpeRt ; from whence 
his Excellencie might ſee over all the Townes, andall his 
Quarters round about, ſitting (as it were) in the midlt of 
his Armic ona high Throne. 7 

At his Excellencies right hand was the Count of Solmes, 
his brother in- Lawes Regiment, then in order Colonell 
Harwoods, Cafterwards, Colonell Herberts, Colonell Packen- 
hams, my Lord Yeeres, and Generall Morgans Regiments, 
in a Halfe- Moone ( as it were ) environng the Towne. 
At his left hand was Coaftiliinn, Haulterine, Maiſon, Nenfur, 
and Duke de Canda/cs Regiments z and next to them to- 
wardsthe-Towne, Graue Aorris of Nafſaw, and the Count 
of Hanaws Regiments. _._ | | 

Betweene the Exgls/o and the Towne, lodged the Lords 
the States Generall, andbecauſe it was in a dangerous place, 
the Bullers fiying round about them, they made a kinde of 
Traverſe before their lodging, to keepe off the enemies 
ſhot. Before the States lay the: Scorriſh. Quarter, Collonell 
Brooks, Collondll Balfowr, and the Earlc of Buchbergh Re- 
iments. Atthe right hand, a little behinde theav the Prin- 
ccs Guardes. Thoſe Regiments were in the. Princes Quar-

-; Inthe third Quarter, South South-Weſt fromthe Towne, 
commaunded Count Henry, Grave Erneſts cldeſt ſonne, now

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Governour of Freeſtand in his Fathers ſteade, with ſome 
Dutch Regiments. 
_ The fourth Quarter Southwardly from the Towne vp- 
on a hill, was commaunded by Collonell Pinſen, vnder 
whoſe Quarter was the Maſe, and a bridge over it, where 
all our proviſions comming from Z»yck, landed, and from 
thence was convayed into our Leaguer, on the other (ide 
of the Towne and Water. Before #yke, was at the begin- 
_ ning but one Quarter, in forme of a Campe, commann- 
ded by Count CMerris van Naſſaw ; before our enemies 
the CMargues de Sante Croce, and Pappenheym arrived : 
but afterwards when Count #i/kam came to vsfrom about 
| Awutwerpe, he lodged there likewiſe in a peculiar Campe, 

-- hinder our enemies from attempting torelicue theTowne ' 
that way. T2 

The whole Leaguer was formed of Hutts of Strawe 
and ſome Tents, ſo that 1 could not imagine how it was 
poſſible that ſo much Strawe ſhouid be found about one 
Towne, and gathered in fo few dayes ; for wee came the 
tenth day of /#ze before the Towne, and the Leaguer was 
tormed and fitted at the fifteenth day of the ſame moneth, 
when wee beganne our approaches. After that the Hutts 
were ſet vp very conveicntly and orderly, wee beganne 
to fortifie cur Campe, and cntrench vs-roundabour with 
three ſeverall .entrenchments and-walles, three ditches be- 
mg here and there aſſured by Sconſes, Redoubts, Halfe- 
Moones, Batteries, to be ſure-at our backes, in the meane 
while, wee had to deale with the Towne :as likewiſe eve- 
ry Quuter was encloſed by it felfe wirir a firong entrench- 
ment, with ſ{cverall meanes to goe 1n arid out ,. guarded 
day and night fer all occaſions. - 44 

The circuit of che whole Leaguer on both ſides was a= 
bout twelueor thirteene Ezg/s/5myles, for 1 wentround a- 
bout cen Horſebacke an calie pace to view the Workes in 
foure houre's. As for o:2r proviſion, wee had never ſcarci- 
tic of vicualics,. being relieved by thoſe.of Layek,, Tengen

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rem, $:rterts and others, that came daily int our Quarters, ; 


with all manner of proviſion, Bread, Meate, Chickens, 
Eruics, Fowles, Buttef, Lixborg - Cheeſes, and elpecially, 


with roaſting Pigges, that -I could not ſahiciently admire: 


the quamitie of themz, Beere and Wioe wee haJ enough, 
aithough ſometimes cheaper, ſometimes dcarer, according 
to ſeverall occurrences. For the fafetie of our Quarters, 
wee had but little, for there was no place inhis Exccllen- 
cics Quarter, atleaſt which was not within a Canion-thot 


from the Towne-wall :1o that at the begining, before our | 


_ Traverſes and Walles were made towards the Towne, ma- 

ny Souldicrs, men and women, were kilied in their Hutts 

and Tents, cfpecially, inthe Scorre and Penſens Quarters ; 

- thecertaine number thercof, I dare not mention, vecaule 
it may ſeeme incredible. 


| Thus haue I brought youto the finiſhing of our Quarters 


in groſle, for the perte&t entrencament of them was not 
finiſhed till three weekesafter, 


The fifteenth day of Iane, beganne his Excellencie to ap- 
proach towardes the Towne ia his Quarter onely, by the 
Engliſh and Scottsſh on one ſide, and by the Frexch and High- 
Datch onche other fide ; none of the Low-Datch our is 
Quarter making any Approaches during this whole Siege. 
The Batterics that were rayſcd were three, x. in our Eng- 
liſh Approaches with three ; I, in the French Approaches 
with three ; 1. with Pinſens Quarter with three peices, 
although afterwards we in our Engl Approaches had but 


two Battcries. It was Colonell Harwood: rume to beginae 
the Approaches in our Engi/> Quarter, and was r-leeved 
by Collonell Packenham, my Lord UVeere, Generall Mor-

The twentie-threeof we, his Excellency ſent a Trumpet 
into the Towne, with a Packet of Letters, wherein was the © 


Declaration of Count Henry Vanden Bergb, ſigned vnder 


his owne hand : but the Govemour would not recciue. 
the Letters, and ſent them backe againe, with proteſtati- ' 


en to receiue no Letters, but from his Generaliſlimo, the 
Marqueſle' de Sande Croce ; yet the Trumpet acquainted 
ſome in the Towne with Vanden Bergs intention, andper- 
ceived ſo much by ſome. Souldiers, that alrcadic they be- 
eanne to be weary of their labours, being forced to beday 
and night at the Guard, and that in the Out-workes to- 
wardes night, being Saint Johns cue, whenthe Guard was 
relieved, they in the Towne made avery curious Volley, 
of their great and ſmall ſhot, in honour of Saint Joþn the 
Baptiſt, which gaue an Alarm in ſome Quarters that were 


not well skilled.in the Almanacke.

Thetwentie-cighth 6f 7#nz,camea Baller from the Towne

The twentie-ninth of 7zxe, the Marqueſſe marched faſt 
by our Leaguer, in the fightof 'our Army, where ourtiorſe 
did skirmiſh with his men.

haue turned the worke vpon the Enemies, had not treche- 


rouſly neglected their workes, and fallen vpon the dead bo-. 


dics to ſtrippe them y for in deferringthe worke, the Enc- 


mic came out of the Towne, and made our men retue: 


where weeloft Captaine Haughton, Maſter Knowles, Maſter 
Enwein, Voluntiers vnder my Lord YVeeres Companie,. Lieu- 
tenant Gardly, and ſome common Souldiers, and” Sir'$50rs 


Harenconfte, with Captaine ReoWood were hurt, buteſcaped

The next morning, the fecond of. 7#!y, wee 'hid our re- 
venge on the Encmie, for the'Marquefle intending to make 
a bridge over the aſe, ſent ſome three or foure hundred 
men in boates over the River, to g:tte ground and make a, 
little Countreſcarfe about the Warer, to affure his WOIKESs 
bit 'our Frexch traopes that had the Guard, ſering them 
landed, charged them vngcer the commannd of. that braye 


Maraueſſe- Des Tiax, Lieutenant Colonell to the' Duke of 


Canasile, and gaue them the overthrow, killing abque a 
' hiridred, and taking the reſt priſoners. Norwithltanding,, 
the * Cariols' Camons , about tenne or twelue peices,. 
which favoured their deſcent, and played continually vp- 


; on.our menfore, Wee loſt the ſaid Marqueſfe in nmbvg, 
2: vicoriouſly fromthe Water by a Canon-ſhoty "as likewile 
Þ B z _ Cap» 
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Captaine FowiHem, and Dufreſne, who was hurt and dyed 
afterwards : the Enemies much commended the valour 
of our men, as wee perceived out of Letters that were fur- 
priſed- - 
After dinner, the en:mics Trumpet came to dcmaund 
his priſoners, and his Excellencie had a Ga/coigue French 
with bim, repreſenting to him his kindneffe and mercy, 
that he had not put to the ſword all the priſoners, which 
the enemies certainely had dene, if they had had ſuch an 
advantage over vs, but the Trampet anſwered, that his 
Excellencies curteſic and merciſulneſſe was knowne by ex- 
perience of the former yeare, when the Shallopes were ta- 
ken at Ferge», and therefore they hoped for the ſame in 
time tocome, with promiſe to ſhew the like favour toour 
men, inthe like caſe of extremitie z whereupon his Exccl- 


lencie anſwered, thathe hoped, he ſhould not haue neede of 
their curteſie, 


And the third of ly, beganne our worke-men to Sappe 
into the enemies Traverſes, and cut them in peices, and fo 
to make them vnſerviceable trothem. The Marquefſe mar- 
ched that day with ſome of his Forces towards /ſaſtrichr, 
to ſee whether he could get over the River that way, but 
our troopes marching on the other fide of the Water, tooke 
_ care of all occurrences, eſpecially when having joyned the 
Lord Diden with fortie or fiftie Companies, they dif 
ſcedthe barge betweene Roremond andin our Leaguer,in ſuch 


a manner, that it was impoſlible for the Marqueſſe to vnder- 
take the pallage any more. 


The fourth of Inly, was Sir Tames Levefton, Licutenant 
Colonell to Sir David Balfores Regiment, hurt inthe head, 
but recovered by the Lords mercy. The ſame day were 
ſome cightecene Charrets with proviſion, intending to goe

The fixt of /uty, commaunded Generall Aforgan inthe 


approaches, and fell vpon the Encmies Traverſes, and was

Horſe-Quarters, and ſurpriſing them, killed a great many, 
amongſt chem a Spariſh Captaine, and came with ſome boo- 
tic and priſoners backeagaine into our Leaguer. | 


The-ſcaventh of 7uly was Colonell HarWood, as hee 
commannded in the approaches, ſhot through his Hatre. 
They cEundered this day moſt fariouſly with their Canon, 
notwithſtzuding the great*empeſt and ſtormethat wasthe 
whole day. 

After dinner brought our Horſemen in ſome twentie-fiue 
priſoners, one Droſſard, and nine Charrets with proviſion, 
which were ſold as good bootie. Une of our Granadoes 
fell this night vpon a bouſe in the Towne, with ſuch an o- 
peration, that it threw backe againe into our Approaches, 
a great peece of yron and tymber, which cauſed greatter- 
rour to the Burgers. 

The eight of /»/y, were againe ſome Charrets loaden with 
Winebrought in by our Horſemen. | 

The ninth and tehth of /»/y, was nothing done, bnt wee 
wrought hard in our Approaches. ; 

Theeleventh of 7#/y, they in the Towne ſprung a Mine 
inthe Frezch Approaches, but without great effect. That 
day came Duke de Candalc, and my Lord Craven & our

The twelfth, thirteenth, and fourteenth of 7aly, happened 
. nothing of any conſcquence. | | 

The fifteenth of 7»/y at night tooke the Duke of Bovwdli

The next day, being the ſixteenth of 1#{y, was a mine 
ſprung by the French, andan aflault given by them vpon the 
enemics workes , and taken by force, but loſt againe in- 
ſtantly : they in the Towne playing withtheir Cannon and 
Muskets from the Wall on all fides, fo fiercely, that our 
men cou!d not hold: the Worke. That night tooke the 


Wallons the Workes againe which the. French had loſt, 


and turned the cnemie quite out of them, but not withour 
. great fight, where on both fides many loſt their 
ines. * | 


The feaventeenth and eighteenth of I»/y, was it very quiet, 
onely we continued our fapper. | 
The ninetcenth of Ily, in the morning the Marqueſſe 
gaue vSan Alarum, his Horſe comming nearc to our En- 
trenchments, and gallopping vp and downe within a Muſ- 
ket-ſhot of our Forr, being aboue two or three thouſand 
Horſes $ but attheir exployt was to take two or three hun- 
dred of our Waggen-Horſes that were feedi:ig thereabout, 
and to'maſſacreten or twelue of our poore Wagginers molt 
cruelly, cutting off their cares and noſes, in a moſt vic 
and barvarous manner. But our Cannon from the Eng/:/h 
Fort, and his Excellencies Battery, made many of them 
fie 4n the ayrey as likawiſe our Horſemen toonke many of 
them in. their retraites, where the Captaine of his Excel- 
deacies Curaſhiers, being too farre engaged, ' was flaine. 
Tharday and night before, were about an bundred and tewen-

The 11, of Auguſt, being a day of Prayers in the Lea- 
ger and inall the Veired Provinces, was Colonell Har-

eHorrsts Quarter which was not fortified; But the Lord 
who alwayes fought for vs and made all his Creatures to 
ſerue vs, kept the Riuer of «Maſe in an extraordinary 
height and the ſtreame in tucha manner of violence, that 
wheras heretofore it was the whole Summer quiyable & 
ea(y to paiſe on Horſe-back, this yeare it'waSa'hard mat- 
ter to crolle it witha Boare, {o that our eniny was dilaÞ- 
pointed in his diilignes, But markethe vnſ{peakadle wit- 
dome and providence of our God, no-{ooner Were wee 
come with our- approaches almoſt! ts the end, and our 
workes round aboutthe leaguer finifhed'and Puppermhtym 
with his Army: almolt arriued on the 'other fide 'out of

our workes being yet vnperfe&, but by putting it off 
from one day toanuther, wee made Our ſelues ſo faft,that 
afterwards if hee had any mind toeffault ys it had beene 
vnprofitable,nay preiudiciallto lus whole Army, or if hee 
had gone into Holand,or Frizeland, and taken the courſe 
which Grane Henry verdeu Bergh tooke in the Siege of 
the Buſh, to ſpoyle our Country within, and feare vs, hee.
